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What is claimed is: 




A method for selectii^f products that occurs over a 
etworked computer system comprises: 

sending a user a/web page that contains questions that 
request preferences for/scales that correspond to aesthetic 
features of products: 

receivinq/f rom a user, a set of responses from the 
questions that correspond to aesthetic features of products, to 
produce a profi/Le preferences for scales that correspond to 
aesthetic features of products. 

The method of claim 1 further comprising: 
compiling an aesthetic profile tag for the user based 
on theNreceived responses for the preferences for the scales. 



The\method of claim 1 further comprising: 
retrieving a product aesthetic tag associated with a 
particular product Xype selected by the user, the product 
aesthetic tag representing aesthetic features of the product; 

forming a resulK tag that contains a value 
corresponding to how well ae^hetic features of the product match 
to aesthetic preferences of theN^ustomer . 

4. The method of claim 1 whereih^the user is presented 

with a graphical user interface that contas^ns questions that 
illicit the information from the user, 



5. The method of claim 1 wherein the user isNpresent with 

a graphical user interface that is a web page.

compile an aesthetic profile tag for the user based on 
the received responses for the scales.
